Gary Burroughs is no 
stranger around the regional 
council table. 

This time, however, he 
will be returning as Niagara- 
on-the-Lake’s regional rep¬ 
resentative, rather than as 
Lord Mayor. 

Burroughs beat out 
incumbent Dave Lepp by a 
little more than 200 votes. 

"I knew it was going to be 
close," said Burroughs, who 


won only four of eight polls, 
as well as the two advance 

Burroughs says the 
reception he received dur¬ 
ing door-to-door campaign¬ 
ing led him to feel opti¬ 
mistic, but he was taken 
aback by the fact that some 
voters still wanted to debate 
Project Niagara. 

Although council sup¬ 
ported the summer music 
festival on Lakeshore Road 
Parks Canada property, 
Burroughs received some 
criticism from supporters 
for not personally endorsing 
it. But the project was 
dropped by its proponents 
when they ran out of time 
trying to line up their fund¬ 
ing. 

"I'm thrilled to have won 
even a close race,” said 
Burroughs. 

"I’m very excited about 
it.” 

Two of this term’s priori¬ 


ties are likely to be finance 
and environmental issues, 
two of Burroughs’ favourite 
subjects, he said. 

He also looks forward to 
working with friends who 
have been on previous 
regional councils. 

But it will be a different 
four years, without the may- 
oral duties to take up his 
time or distract him. 

“It won’t be as much fun 
as representing this town, 
but it will allow me to really 
focus more on the issues I 
enjoy,” said Burroughs. 

“I’m totally going to miss 
it though - it’s been such an 
honour. I’ve had 10 great 
years of meeting the most 
amazing people and listen¬ 
ing to them extol the virtues 
of NOTL.

O ur voter turn-out in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake was just a little 
higher than 2006—48.65 per 
cent, up from 47.04. 

Not surprisingly, the election in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake drew way more 
voters than our neighbour, St. 
Catharines, which saw just about 
one-third of its eligible voters go to 
the polls. 

So almost 50 per cent doesn’t 
sound so bad in comparison, 
although we wonder why the other 
half of eligible voters didn't cast the 
ballots that will determine how the 
town is run in the next four years. 

Although there was lots of talk of 
change, it really didn’t happen. Some 
incumbent councillors moved down 
in their number of votes to make

Of course we have a new Lord 
Mayor, and his presence, along with 
even two new faces at the council 
table, should change the dynamics. 
We encourage you to be independent 
thinkers, to weigh the issues and 
make your decisions based on the 
best information available. That’s all 
we can ask. 

And hopefully, those councillors 
who fared less well than they had 
hoped might look at why. 

To all who were successful in 
Monday’s election, congratulations, 
and we look forward to working with 
you and watching how the dynamics 
of our new council play out 
To those who put their names for¬ 
ward and were not successful, please 
don’t despair. It takes time to attract 


the attention of NOTL voters. Spend 
the next four years getting involved in 
town committees and volunteer 
work, and give it another try.

Breast cancer detection can begin with thermography

Early detection is impor¬ 
tant, but prevention is the 
key. 

That is the slogan that 
Mary Kubisewsky wants 
those who come to her 
mobile thermography clinic 
- such as the one that will be 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake at the 
Prince of Wales Hotel on Nov. 
6 -to understand and believe 
in. 

A breast cancer survivor, 
Kubisewsky has embraced 
breast thermography and is 
now doing what she can to 



spread the word - she 
believes there are many 
women who aren't aware of 

“It's not new by any means 
- it was FDA approved in the 
US in 1982 and it’s been in 
Europe prior to that,” said 
Kubisewsky. 

“It's been in Toronto for 11 
years and I opened up the 
clinic in Kitchener two years 
ago - it’s not a new technolo¬ 
gy but it may be new for 
women hearing it” 

Breast thermography is a 
non-invasive, radiation-free 
imaging procedure where 
infrared images of the breast 


are analyzed and rated to 
determine the risk of devel¬ 
oping breast cancer. 

While mammograms 
remain the most common 
form of screening for breast 
cancer, thermography can 
give women an even higher 
percentage of avoiding breast 
cancer, especially those who 
are younger, says 
Kubisewsky. 

“With thermography you 
would have eight to 10 years 
of warning because it takes a 
lump that long to grow big 
enough to be imaged through 
any other means of testing,” 
she said. 


‘Women from age 20 to 45 
have no means of testing 
that’s reliable - breasts are 
very dense in ayoungwoman 
and up to 40 or 50 - and a 
mammogram of a dense 
breast is like looking for a 
plane that’s about the clouds. 
It’s very cloudy.” 

The test, which takes about 
20 to 30 minutes, costs $250

“Before I had breast cancer 
I would have thought ‘oh, 
$250, that’s a lot of money?’ 
she said. “But after I had 
breast cancer I found that 
$250 very quickly.” 


While thermography can¬ 
not diagnose breast cancer, it 
can provide very early detec¬ 
tion that will allow women 
the opportunity to make any 
changes that may aid their 
fight against breast cancer. 

'Women need to know that 
they can take control of their 
health and they don't have to 
wait for the lump,” said 
Kubisewsky. 

“Don’t sit around waiting 
until you’re old enough for 
other testings. Take charge, 
take control.”

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Newark Neighbours struggles 
with unwanted furniture 


Food bank must 
pay for disposal 
of garbage.

Got garbage to get rid of? 
Please don’t take it to Newark 
Neighbours. 

The town's food bank for 
those in need has a limited 
budget for hydro, heat and 
telephone costs, paying for 
the essentials out of the 
money it makes from sales of 
used household goods and 
clothing. 

It also pays to have a blue 
garbage bin on the property 
emptied twice a month, at 
about $50 each time. 

With most items sold in 
their litde store priced at$l or 
$2, the agency, which 
receives no government 


than that 

But volunteers regularly 
find large items—mattresses, 
box springs, furniture, recent¬ 
ly even a small pool table— 
dropped off beside their John 
Street bam. 

Newark Neighbours does¬ 
n’t resell those items. There is 
no room to store them, and 
by the time they’ve been left 
outside for a few days, they’re 
garbage anyway, says volun¬ 
teer Brenda Shah. 

There is a large sign on the 
door asking people not to 
drop off large items. 

“Often we find things 
dropped right below the 
sign,” she says. 

"I don't know why people 
do this to us. We have to pay 
to have it taken away.” 

With their litde yellow bam 
located on the property of 
Riverbend Inn, the volun¬ 
teers work very hard to keep 
their area tidy and to be good 


neighbours, she said. 

“I don’t think the people 
who read the paper are nec¬ 
essarily the ones who are 
leaving these items, but 
maybe somebody will know 
them and hopefidly the mes¬ 
sage will get to the right peo¬ 
ple.” 

She wonders whether peo¬ 
ple realize they can phone 
the region to pick up large 
items with theft garbage col¬ 
lection, or whether they just 
can’t be bothered. 

“This starts the day off very 
badly for us, when we arrive 
and find stuff piled right 
beneath our sign.” 

Residents are very gener¬ 
ous to Newark when volun¬ 
teers ask for help with holiday 
dinners or require specific 
items to meet theft clients’ 
needs, she says. 

“The people who are doing 
this might not even be local, 
but I hope they get the mes-

There’s nothing like a good 
spooky story to read, especial¬ 
ly around Halloween.
